Cause of Cisastrous Con- 
flapration, 


ROASTING BODIES SEEN 
BY MEN UNABLE 10 AlD 


When Explosion Occurred Much In- 
flammable Material Was Set 
on Fire and Panic’ Ensued 
Which Caused Death 
of Seven Victims. 


Avon, Conn., September 15.—The ex- 
plosion of a fuse followed by a fire in 
a building of the Climax Fuse Com- 
pany here this afternoon, caused 
among twenty employees in the 
ing and resukted in the death of 
and injuries that doubtless will 
fatal to several others. 

There was no way of coping with the 
flames, which soon spread rapidly, and 
in less than an hour after the explo- 
sion occurred those who were unable to 
escape were in the clutch of a fire that 
eventually burned their bodies to ashes. 

As the day wore on, the great crowd 
that coHected in the hamlet saw the 
bodies of men and women roasting in 
the fire, powerless to even check the 
flames. 


Cause of Accident Unknown. 

The exact cause of the actual accident 
may never be Known, but it is the ac- 
cepted theory here that in an effort to 
burn out a stoppage in one of the ma- 
chines, a workman caused an explosion 
of a fuse with the hot iron held in 
his hand. 

Those who were in the room where 
the explosion occurred say that the ex- 
plosion was not severe and ordinarily 
would not have caused a panic. In- 
flammable material, however, was set on 
fire. and in-a few moments the room 
was a mass of flames. In an instant 
there was a mad rush for the doors 
and windows, and during the scramble 
many were pushed back into the build- 
ing while others were severely burned. 

Soon after the building in which the 
lives were lost was consumed the fire 
spread to the new structure which was 
just @mpleted at a cost of $35,000, and 
in a few hours this building was gutted, 
only the four walls remaining 

Two smaller buildings were reduced to 
ashes, making a total of four buildings 
burned, the loss on which is estimated 
to be $100,000.

Japanese Officials Deny That Pleni- 
potentiary is Attempting to 
Commit Suicide, But Have 
Not Been’ Able to Ac- 

count For Elness. 


New York, September 15.—(Special)— 
The iliness of Baron Komura, the Jap- 
anese peace plenipotentiary, at the Wal- 
dorf-Agtoria hotel, still baffles the physi- 
cians in attendancg in giving a diag- 
nosis, 

This is -true in spite of the fact that 
Dr. Edward C. Jaheway, one of the

There is no change for the worse in 
the baron’s condition, but an actual di- 
agnosis has not been made. 

Mr. Sato, secretary gave out the f[ol- 
lowing bulletin this§ afternoon: 

“Dr, Janeway was?called in this morn- 
ing by Dr. Pritchard in the case of 
Baron Komura As the result of the 
joint conference of Drs Delafield, Jane- 
way and Pritchard, it is announced that 
no finally conclusive. diagnosis is yet 
possible The baron passed ai quiet 
night. His condition indicates nothing 
serious or alarming.’’ 

Attempted Use of Poison. 

Mr Sato, when asked about the rumor 
that Baron Komura had decided to 
commit hari kari by means.of a suwle 
poison, rather than return to his own 
country a discredited diplomat, to be 
greeted by the fury of the mobs or to 
have vengeance. visited on the members 
of his family now residing in Japan, 
said tonight: 

“Oh, that’s simply a ridiculous inven- 
tion. No, there is not a word of truth 
in it Baron Komura is not afraid to 
return to Japan He has been seriously 
ill and the best physicians have been 
in constant attendance but he is now 
on the way to recovery. He will start 
for home as soon as his condition will 
enable him to. travel.” . 

None of the physicians -who are at- 
tending Baron Komura would go into 
details of the case, but made it quite 
plain that they regarded the report as 
absolutely groundless. 

A prominent Japanese resident of this 
city, when asked his opinion, stated: 

“If Baron Komura had decided to 
die by his own hand why should he 
not go to his own country? His wishes 
would be respected there and he would 
be in no danger of interference’”’

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New Orleans, Septemter 15.—The num- 
ber of new cases continues larger inan 
was to hoped for, but this has not had 
any dispiriting effect on the people. The 
same air of happiness and confidence that 
the disease will eveniuaily be stamped 
out exists, and it is recalled that Septem- 
ber is always the worst month for vis- 
itations such as the present. In Mictr, 
during the latter part of August, when 
the situation began to look so bright, 
Dr. White warned the people in several 
of his speeches that the worst was still 
ahead of them, and he pointed to the 
September records of previous epidemics. 

There has been some talk about the pos.

White wrote the following statement: 

“That with- the work now being done 
in the city at the present time and pro- 
jected for the future, I see no reason 
for changing the place of meeting. and 
I am strongly of the opinion, on entirety 
logical grounds, that. New Orleans will 
,be in better sanitary condition in !906 
than in any preceding year of her hfs- 
| tory, which has immediately followed an 
outbreak of yelldw fever.”’

When the train 
reacheq Lexington several persons who 
were sick attempted to escape, but were 
caught by the police and forced. back 
onto the train. They were taken to the 
branch hospital on their arrival here.

WELLS MURDERED! 


SON'S WRAITH 


— 


: Usychological Standpaint 


Medica] Experts Are Investigating 
Case of Man Who Went Through 
The Performance of Mur- 
dering Son When Boy 

Was Not Present.

| The case of Edward Wells, the negro 
'who confessed to having murdered his 
| Son when the boy was still alive, has 
| proven to be an intensely interesting one 
from a medical and psychovy gical stand- 
| points. Wells’ son was found early yes- 
terday morning, havi run away from 
‘home, and when~this was known the 
negro was released from prison and the 
charge of murder marked off the state 
docket. : 

The confession of Wells was a very re- 
markable one and very wonderful as 
since viewed by psychological experts. 
It if not the ordinary dementia of a 
crazed brain, which conjures up the 
| impossible and deals in the improbable, 
| Wells, so far as he was concerned, ac- 
| tually killed hie little son. He told the 
' whole story, giving minutest details, and 
| he did so in a manner apparently so ra- 


tional that the police never for a mo- 
ment doubted that the crime had been 
| committed, and so fully did they believe 
| this that they immediately docketed a 
| case of murder before any investigation 
| was made. 
| Lunatics who commit murder, state the 
| experts, always attempt. to conceal the 
| crime, but only in such a manner as a 
| demented person would, of course, adopt, 
| but in the case of sidward Wells, the 
| opposite course was adopted. Nor did 
he attempt or seek to atone for’ the 
crime, as maniacs have done when they 
believed they were led to kill from 
some divine injunction. This is why the 
case of Wells is so unique psychologi- 
cally, and why medica] experts are inu- 
vestigating it. 

Murder of a Wraith. 

Taking Wells’ statement, and hib acts 
before and after the Supposed murder, 
the following gives a correct view of the 
case: 

Having for many months been great- 
ly worried at his boy’s misconduct, he 
at last decided to use some drastic 
measure. He met the boy at 9 o'clock 
|in the morning. near the Kimball house 
and ordered him 
His home was at No. 72 Mills street. 
about 2 miles away. 

Wells went -home expecting to find his 
boy, but the lad had not arrived. 
this juncture

, turned to the house. and called to his 
wife to give him a change of clothing 
and she did so, not knowing why he 
wanted them. He went into the yard 
again and hid his razor, which he he- 
lieved to be red with blood, under the 
house. His next step was to leave home 
and go to the police barracks, where he 
surrendered and confessed the crime to 
the chief of police. 


Acted the Part. 

During al of this he had actually had 
his razor, had dug a hole where the old 
well had been, had changed his clothing 
and had hid his razor. In fact, he had 
gone through every act that he would 
have gone through if he had really mur- 
dered his son. In other words, he was 
like a man walking in his sleep while 
acting out his dream. The boy he saw 
and killed was a wraith. 

Now comes a strange sequel to the 
remarkable occurrence. About 2 o’clock 
yesterday morning Wells’ son was found 
and taken to the police barracks. = It 
was believed that when Wells saw the 
boy he would at once acknowledge that 
he had made a mistake and had not 
killed his son. 

The boy was taken into the prison and 
kept out of sight while Wells was again 
questioned. The man was asked if he 
still held out that he had killed his son, 
and he replied with the positiveness he 
had shown at first that he had certainly 
killed the boy with a razor. 


‘““Resurrected from the Dead.’’ 

The boy was brought forward and held 
before the father under an electric light. 
Wells half rose from his bed, stared at 
the boy for half a minute and then ex- 
claimed: 

“Jesus Christ has performed another 
miracle. He has raised my son from 
the grave.”’ 

The man did not retract a single word 
about the murder. He held to the origi- 
nal story and explained the appearance 
of the boy by believing he had been 
miraculously resurrected. 

The question now is, how long will 
Wells believe his boy has arisen from 
the dead? Will he ever be made to be- 
lieve that he has had an hallucination 
and that his boy Was never slain? He

The Bishop’s Vindication. 

In his 
Smith in this the latter's day of 
travail, Bishop Henry M. Turner, of 
the African Methodist Episcopal 
church, conclusively admits the inti- 
mate political relations between these 
two that inspired the obvious barter- 
ing of influence during Mr. Smith's 
incumbency of the interior portfolio 
during the Cleveland administration. 

Under “pressure’—of this anxiety— 
Bishop Turner issues a lengthy state- 
ment “explaining” those relations. 
That this “explanation” shows the 
relations to have been innocent is 
due solely to the bishop’s deplorable 
memory. The bishop himself admits 
that the latter is not infallible, It is 
The Constitution’s intention to stimu- 
late his memory, using for that pur- 
pose data taken from the records of 
Mr. Smith’s office—that of secretary 
of the interior. 

Let us first take the case of David 
M. Turner. 

Of him his father says, “David M. 
Turner, my other son, -was first ap- 
pointed during the administration of 
President Arthur.” 

That is true. So far the bishop’s 
memory is faultless. Here is the of- 
ficial chronicle of David Turner’s ca- 
reer up to the time Mr. Smith en- 
tered the cabinet: 


David M. Turner, colored, fifth districct 
Georgia, First appointed as laborer on 
February. 8, 1881. Dismissed October 5, 
1886. Reappointed laborer ($660) on Oc. 
tober 10, 1887. Resigned August 15, 
1889. Reinstated January 2, 1690, Dis- 
missed January 10, 1891. Reinstated la- 
borer in pension office, January 31, 1891. 
Dismissed November 30, 1892. 


Poor David! 
Those. fateful symbols, ‘dismissed,’ 
“reinstated,” “reappoint- 


sinister significance. 
Why dismissed? Why did he re- 
sign? Why was he reappointed? 
Why was he reinstated? He must 
have developed many objectionable 
features to have accumulated such a 
brisk assortment of distinctions. 
Think of the influence the good 
bishop must have wielded with the 


skeptical and close-fisted republicans | 


of those days! Otherwise, how can 
you account for the sweet regularity 
with which Dave shoots back into 
office time and again, in the face of 
his football record. The good bishop 
says Dave was discharged while he 
himself was in Africa, “on the charge 
of being a democrat.” That little 
matter was very likely arranged as 
soon as the bishop returned. Dave 
was never long absent from the soup- 
trough. 

Now comes the record under Mr. 
Smith’s regime. 

Just here the bishop’s memory sus- 
tains a serious puncture. He says, “I 
have but little recollection about the 
eppointment of David.” 

The Constitution can help him! 

Mr. Smith assumed office March 
6, 1893. Hypodermic No. 1 for the 
bishop’s failing memory: 

Reinstated March 25, 1893 (note 
how soon this action followed 
Smith’s assumption of office 
March 6, 1893) to the position of 
assistant messenger in the pen- 
sion office, which is higher than 
he had ever held before and car- 
ried a salary of $840 a year. 

The pension office is under control 
of the interior department. 

The wildest sophistry cannot ex- 
plain away the significance of this 
appointment. It follows too closely 
on the heels of Mr. Smith’s entrance 
into office for any construction but 
this one: 

MR. SMITH WAS UNDER OBLI- 
GATIONS OF AN IMPERATIVE NA- 
TURE TO BISHOP ‘TURNER. 
THOSE OBLIGATIONS WERE BIND- 
ING. THEY MUST BE  DIS- 
CHARGED, AND THEY WERE—TO 
THE LETTER. 

FOR IN SPITE OF DAVID MM. 
TURNER’S NOTORIOUSLY FLA- 
GRANT RECORD, AS SHOWN PRI- 
OR TO MR. SMITH’S ADVENT, HE 
RETAINED OFFICE AS LONG AS 
MR. SMITH RETAINED OFFICE. 
WHEN MR. SMITH LEFT HE LEFT. 
THAT FACT IS ALSO OF RECORD. 

What was the obligation? 

We have an inswer in the naturally 
prideful statement of the bishop him- 
self, if we mistake not. 

He had written a 
Cleveland  gstrongly 
Smith for the cabinet. “Only a little 
letter,” the bishop suavely states, 
“such as I have written for hundreds 
of applicants for office.” And that 
letter was written between the time 
that David Turner lost his-job un- 
der a republican administration, and 
the time he was reinstated by Sec- 
retary Smith, as one of his first of- 
ficial acts. 

And now touching John P. Turner, 
the other son of the forgetful bishop. 
Sieve-like memories seem to be he- 
reditary in the Turner family, for the 
bishop says: 

“John does not think that Hon. 
Hoke Smith knew that such a _per- 
son as John P. Turner ever lived!”

John was more regular than Poor 
David. No leap-frog record in his’n. 
Once in, he stuck! Powerful inter- 
vention from higher up was needed 
only once in his case. But it was 
forthcoming that one time. The ob- 
ligation must have been compelling. 
So John was put to work as a “spe- 
cial examiner” to examine pension 
applications of white claimants. 

Bishop Turner says regarding Cor- 
nelius King’s $2,000 appointment: 

“I know nothing and had nothing 
to do with it.” King was the bishop’s 
son in law. So thaf the bishop feels 
called upon to condone the appoint- 
ment, anyway, by declaring that “if 
his Indian blood on the one hand and 
thrift on the other made Mr. Smith 
think he could be of some service 
among the Indians, the honor was 
due King per se, and not King as 
a member of Bishop Turner’s fam- 
Akg 

Notice the following from facts 
taken from the official records on the 
subject of King: 

Cornelius King, son in law 
Bishop Turner, appointed from 
Atlanta, as chief messenger in- 
dian commission. Salary $1,000 
and traveling expenses, estimat- 
ed at $1,000 more. Only negro 
ever holding this office, even 
under republican administration. 
From Official Records Interior 
Department. 

But if Cornelius was appointed for 
his ability “per se,” what difference 
was there between that act and ap- 
pointing Crum “per se” in Charles- 
ton? 

Here is new light on this appoint- 
ment. 

There they are, the whole sheaf of 
appointments from the bishop’s fam- 
ily, the entire letter of the transac- 
tion, showing that each side in this 
contract lived up faithfully to its 
word. The bishop’s memory, which 
unravels with frightful rapidity as 
the “pressure” process sets in, is now 
refreshed. We do not know if it will 
stand the proof of the heroic treat- 
ment given it in the foregoing. 

And now what is the difference, 
in’ principle, between the Crum ap- 
pointments and these appointments, 
made in response to a call very oth- 
erwise than “divine?” , 

Only this: 

In the Crum case there was an 
obnoxious, obstructive congress to 
deal with. The doctor might be held 
off indefinitely from the pie-counter, 
because of the objections of states- 
men with certain convictions regard- 
ing negro office-holding. 

There was no such obstacle in the 
Turner case. An eager appointing 
officer—and the trick was turned. 
The obligation was too imminent to 
permit of the hungry Turners being 
long held off from the banquet. That 
they were not has been shown above 
with proof that defies ©vasion. 

And now, having plugged the holes: 
in the bishop’s unhappy memory, we 
are willing to rest the case with read- 
ers of intelligence and those who are 
free of prejudice. If he has not ab- 
solutely established, by his own 
words and actions, the truth of the 
charges concerning the political pact 
between himself and Mr. Smith, their 
truth is shown by the official records

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“Little Joe’s” Record Breaking Pace. 

The report of the arbitrators of the 
tax returns of the Atlantic Coast Line 
practically ratifies the assessment of 
Comptroller General Wright, that 
part of it affecting the franchise tax 
considerably exceeding the comptrol- 
ler general’s figures. 

The issue is largely one of statis- 
tics and arguments, to be dealt with 
rather by experts than laymen, 

There is one feature of the report, 
however, that stands out conspicuous- 
ly, and that is the fact that “Little 
Joe” Brown was the state’s arbitra- 
tor. This is the same “Little Joe,” 
it will be remembered, whom a guber- 
natorial candidate has promised to 
eject violently from office, without 
benefit of clergy—provided, of course, 
the aforesaid candidate should be 
awarded that privilege. 

Under this arbitration, with “Little 
Joe” representing the state, a mile- 
age tax valuation of $18,923 has been 
fixed, these figures breaking all rec- 
ords since the passage of the fran- 
chise tax law. The physical property 
under “Little Joe’s’” forceful hammer- 
ing, was fixed at $9,126,036, and the 
franchise valuation at $3,514,570, or 
nearly $130,000 more than the comp- 
troller general’s assessment. 

Whether or not the increased as- 
sessment is unjust to the railroad, as 
is claimed by Colonel Goodyear, its 


arbitrator, may be a matter for dis-} 


cussion, but there is absolutely no 
ground for argument on the one 
proposition that “Little Joe” has set 
a record breaking pace in the mat- 
ter of railroad taxation. ?

14,000 ENTER 
CITY SCHOOLS 


Enrollment for Second Week 
Larger Than Was Ex- 
pected. 


Fourteen thousand and fifteen is the 
number of children enrolled up to date 
in the Atlanta public schools. Yesterday 
closed the second week of this session of 
the schools. The number of children in 
the schools at the close of the second 
week last year was 13,133, this gives an 
increase of 882 pupils over the enrollment 
this time fast year. 

The large number of children entering 
the schools so early in the term is a 
surprise to the school officials. It wus 
thought that nearly 14,000 would enter 
before October |, but now it looks like 
14,500 children will enter the schools be- 
fore the Ist day of October. 

‘The children of the eighth ward are 
comfortably settled in their temporary 
schoo] quarters, the Speer house, and re- 
ports from that school show that the 
children are doing good ‘work. In the 
meantime, work on the new Tenth street 
school building is progressing rapidly 
and it is believed that it will be ready 
for occupancy by January |. 

The crowded condition of some of the 
south side school has been much re- 
lieved, many of the children who live 
in the crowded schoo] districts have been 
transferred to schools on the north side. 

The regular work in the public schools 
is beginning to progress in its usual 
smooth manner and the signs of the 
rush and. hurry of the opening days have 
about disappeared. 

Superintendent William F. Slaton, who 
has been ill at his home on Courtland 


,, Street, continues to improve and it is be- 


lieved that he will be able te attend to 
his usual school duties at an early date.

OUT OF SERVICE 


‘Issued Today, 


Both Active and Retired Colored 
Trvops Are Discharged From 
Service—Question as to What 
Will Be Done With the 
Guns Turned In. 


With today the five companies of ne- 
gro troops in Georgia pass formally out 
of the service of the state. : 

This applies both to the active and re- 
ttred colored troops, both of which 
classes are discharged from the military 
rervice of the state, and the active 
troops are directed to make immediate 
report of all the state property which 
they have on_ hand, 

The formal order prepared yesterday 
and which will be issued today discharg- 
ing the negro troops is as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., September 16, 1905. — 
Special orders Nio. 155; |. In compliance 
with an act of the general assembly of 
of Georgia, approved August 19, 1905, 
‘to abolish the colored troops of the state 
of Georgia from the militia of this state, 
to provide for the discharge of the col- 
Ored troops, active and retired and for 
other punposes,’ the Georgia state troops, 
colered, active and retired, are hereby 
disbanded and the officers and enlisted 
men, active and retired, are discharged 
from the milltary service of the state. 

“2. The battalion quartermaster and 
company commanders iwill furnish an in- 
ventory of all money and property in 
their possession belonging to the state, 
immediately to the adjutant general upon 
receipt of this order, 

“By order of the governor. 

“A. J. SCOTT, 
“Colonel and Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral, Acting Adjutant General.’’ 

It will be noted that the order is 
signed by Assistant Adjutant Genenal 
Scott instead of Adjutant General Har- 
ris as is customary. It is true that Ad- 
jutant General Harris is out of the city 
today, but it is known that he was 
strongly opposed to the disbandment of 
the negro companies and -declined to 
recommend it, 


Question of the Guns. 

It is a problem as to just what will be 
done with the 250 old Springfield rifles, 
caliber .50, which the negro troops have 
been using. The adjutant general's office 
has two letters on the subject from the 
United States ordinance bureau. One of 
these, written in June, states that these 
@uns are the property of the United 
States, and should be returned to the 
United States arsenal at Rock Ishand. 
The second letter came last month and 
stated that these same guns were the 
property of the state, because they were 
issued to the state prior to 1897, and it 
wias not until then that a return of prop- 
erty issued by the United States govern- 
ment, 

Colonel Scott has written again to the 
ordinance department submitting copies 
of these two conflicting letters, and ask- 
ing which is correct. In the event the 
guns are claimed by the government they 
will be shipped to the Rock Island arse- 
nal, but should it be held that they are 
the property of the state, it is under- 
stood the governor will tender the use
